Applicant's arguments traversing the 35 USC 103(a) rejection are not greatly different from the arguments presented in the response 
received October 28, 2009; which the Examiner did not find persuasive. Applicant asserts that by their testing that when using medium- 
chain fatty acids in the process of Yukihisa, the esterification is not sufficiently carried out. However, this does not prove that no 
esterification occurred, nor does it prove that no monoester was formed. Further, applicant's claim is to a purfied medium chain fatty acid 
ester of astaxanthin. However, applicant has provided no information on the levels of purity so as to ascertain a difference between their 
claimed product and one that can be produced by a process such as disclosd in Yukihisa, and where the monester can be separated from 
any mixture of fatty acid esters of astaxanthin by HPLC. 
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
